The moth ofthe cutworm files a- 
cross the fields and lays its eggs, 
starting im the finst few days of Aug 
ust, reaching its maximum flight a- 
bout the 20th and continuing to fly 
and lay eggs umtil about the middilo 
of September. This moth will avoid 
all. land that has had evém a very 
fight crust formed upon it by rain 
fai’, but will lay its eggs upon any 
soll where this crust has been broken 
however slightly. To avoid cutworm 
|damage on a field, therefore, it is| 
necessary that on summerfallowed 
fields all work should stop by ¢he first 
of August or a vary few days after 
wards. Then a very slight rain will 
form a crust on these fields, which 
will render them immune the follow | 
ing year from cutworm damage. It 
is important that no horses or rete

Followimg is a resume if a lecture 
giden by Roy BE. Smith, manager, 


Conditions over the Northwest in 
general do not look any too promis- 
ing for an immediate recovery before 
next fall. Soils are dry, crops have 
been blown out, and a good wheat 
crop is questionable. If there stiould 
be a good crop wé have no assurance 
that the price will be favorable. If 
these conditions prevail next fall— 
and we have no assurance that they 
wil; hot—what is the average farm- 
er. going to do to provide a kvjing for 
his familly? Let's not forget what’ we 
have gone through during the season 
just past, A great deal of our suffer 
ing would have been avoided if we 
had been prepared by providing the 
living for our familly regardless of 
w ; 
ly would seem that the first consid 
eration of every farmer should be to 
provide a living for himsclf and ‘hie 
famy, and them. if he does not get 
a good crop or the price is not as fav 
orabie as it should be, he at least 
has a good living. No ome can de- 
prive him of ‘that 

A small garden.will provide vege 
| te wbles that can be put away in a cel- 
| lar for the winter. An acre taken out 
of ‘a field of wheat land will provide 
potatoes and root crops that will 
mean more in saving’ on the grocery 
bili than the same acre would possib 


| ty produce in wheat. 


A couple of average cows will keep 
the family in milk and butter; two or 
three pigs will provide meat, and a 
smiall flock of hens will provide good 
food, as well as buy some groceries 
even with eggs at the present low 
price. 

It will require very little feed to 
keep this amour, of livestock through 
the winter, No matter how dry it may 
be a person can find enough feed to 
store up for winter feeding to make 
his living sure. 

We can not resist calling these 
facts to the attention of the farmers 
of the Northwest at this time, be- 
cause so many seem to have thrown 
up thetr hands in despair owing to 
the condition of the wheat market. 
A majority of these farmers wil, be 
calling upon the Municipality officers 
for help =2::t wi:t>r to feed their fam 
ilies. These farmens are doing very 
little now to hep themscives 

If every farmer would stop now 
and think ahead to next winter, and 
provide himself with a cow, a couple 
of pigs, a few hens and a garden, 
there wij not be so many hungry 
people on the farms, and our mumici 
palities will be called upon to 
give help as they were last winter 

Don't place your hopes im @ 
wheat crop. Provide a living for your 
family by. reistrg it. You can at least 
be a mixed farmer to that extent.
